In  the  first  and  second  zones  we 
lay  down  all  garden  seeds,  including  BEANS,  PEAS  and  SWEET  CORN,  on  which 
other  houses  charge  postage.  The  first  and  second  zones  include  all  territory 
within  150  miles  in  a. straight  line  from  Twin  Falls.  Your  zone  is  noted  on  inside 
cover  of  catalog. 

The  above  applies  only  to  GARDEN  SEEDS  and  NOT  TO  FIELD  SEEDS  or 
SUPPLIES  UNLESS  SO  SPECIFIED  IN  CATALOG  QUOTATIONS. 

Outside  the  second  zone  our  prices  on  all  GARDEN  SEEDS  INCLUDE  POST- 
AGE except  on  PELAS,  BEANS  and  SWEET  CORN. 

If  located  outside  the  second  zone  and  you  wish  your  order  to  come  by  mail, 
add  postage  on  Peas,  Beans,  Sweet  Corn,  Field  Seeds  and  other  goods  as  follows: 

3RD  ZONE  (up  to  300  miles  from  Twin  Falls);  Ic  per  pound. 

4TH  ZONE  (up  to  600  miles  from  Twin  Falls);  2c  per  pound. 

5TH  ZONE  (up  to  1000  miles  from  Twin  Falls);  4c  per  pound.

When 
ordering  by  PARCEL  POST  add  postage  to  your  order  as  follows: 

1ST  ZONE,  5c  for  the  first  pound  and  Ic  for  each  additional  pound  in  order. 

2ND  ZONE,  5c  for  tlie  first  pound  and  Ic  for  each  additional  pound  in  orders 

3RD  ZONE,  6c  for  the  first  pound  and  2c  for  each  additional  pound  in  order. 

4TH  ZONE,  7c  for  the  first  pound  and  4c  for  each  additional  pound  in  order. 

Up  to  70  POUNDS  can  be  mailed  in  the  FIRST,  SECOND  and  THIRD  ZONES.

Certain  districts  have  peculiar 
advantages  for  producing  certain  seeds,  while  the  same  varieties  will  not  do 
well  in  other  districts.  All  seedmen  secure  their  seeds  from  the  districts  pro- 
ducing the  various  varieties  to  the  best  advantage.  We  do  not  claim  to  grow  all 
our  own  seeds,  but  do  grow  all  we  can  grow  to  advantage.  Our  seeds  come  from 
all  parts  of  this  country  and  many  of  them  from  foreign  countries,  but  we  favor 
northern  localities  in  buying  wherever  possible,  as  the  northern  grown  stock  is 
generally  earlier  than  that  from  southern  sections.

This  variety  is  distinguished  from  the  com- 
mon alfalfa  by  its  branching  root  system  and 
is  particularly  adapted  to  sections  where  the 
soil  has  a tendency  to  freeze  and  heave.  On 
such  soils  the  branching  roots  hold  to  the 
ground  better  than  the  common  alfalfa  which 
has  a straight,  deep,  tap  root.  Our  observation 
and  information  leads  us  to  believe  that  the 
GRIMM  variety  has  no  advantage  as  to  yield 
or  drouth  resisting  qualities  over  the  common 
variety,  but  there  is  no  question  that  where 
the  soil  shows  a tendency  to  freeze  and  heave, 
it  does  have  a distinct  advantage.  Consequent- 
ly, there  is  a growing  demand  for  GRIMM 
seed  in  certain  sections  of  the  country.  Until 
the  available  supply  equals  this  demand,  seed 
of  the  GRIMM  variety  will  remain  higher 
in  value  than  that  of  common  Alfalfa.

It 
will  do  better  on  moist  land  than  any  other 
variety  of  clover  and  is  suitable  for  either 
hay  or  pasture.  When  sown  with  other  grasses 
it  forms  a thick  undergrowth  and  greatly  in- 
creases the  yield.

We  recommend  the  following  as  the  mix- 
tures best  adapted  to  our  soil  and  weather 
conditions,  and  claim  it  will  carry  more  stock 
per  acre  and  produce  better  feed  than  any 
other  mixture  you  can  sow.  Use  not  less 
than  20  lbs.  per  acre  as  follows: 

2 lbs.  Kentucky  Blue  Grass. 

6 lbs.  Meadow  Fescue. 

4 lbs.  Tall  Meadow  Oat  Grass. 

4 lbs.  Orchard  Grass. 

4 lbs.  Perennial  Rye  Grass. 

In  addition  to  above  we  recommend  that  you 
sow  2 to  5 lbs.  of  Sweet  Clover  (scarified 
seed);  there  is  no  better  legume  to  use  in  a 
pasture  mixture.  It  makes  an  abundance  of 
fine  feed  with  practically  no  danger  from 
bloat  and  greatly  fertilizes  the  soil,  causing 
the  grass  to  grow  more  vigorously. 

If  you  do  not  use  the  Sweet  Clover  then  you 
should  use  2 lbs.  either  Red  or  Alsike  Clover; 
to  get  best  results  you  must  use  a legume 
in  grass  pastures. 

Some  may  object  to  putting  clover  in  the 
mixture  for  fear  of  bloating  stock,  but  it  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  have  a legume  in 
grass  mixtures  in  this  country  in  order  to 
fertilize  the  grass  and  produce  a good,  strong, 
vigorous  growth.  It  is  only  where  the  clover 
predominates  in  a mixture  that  there  is  dan- 
ger from  bloat.  We  have  recommended  and 
sold  the  above  mixture  for  many  years  and 
find  no  complaint  of  bloat. 

If  you  want  a mixture  without  clover,  we 
suggest  that  you  increase  the  amount  of  grass 
you  sow  to  25  lbs  .per  acre.  You  will  need 
more  grass  seed  if  you  do  not  use  the  clover, 
but  we  strongly  recommend  the  use  of  clover 
preferably  Sweet  Clover.  The  clover  makes 
an  abundance  of  feed  in  itself  and  greatly 
fertilizes  the  soil,  causing  a more  abundant 
growth  of  the  grasses. 

Grass  should  be  sown  by  itself  and  never 
with  grain.  Sow  either  early  in  spring  or  in 
August.  We  recommend  the  spring  sowing  as 
best.  Sow  broadcast  on  well  prepared  ground, 
see  that  soil  is  well  settled  and  firm.  GRASS 
WILL  NOT  CATCH  WELL  ON  A LOOSE
